earnest heed to the things which 
we have heard, lest, at any time, 
we should let them slip. 

Therefore, I bring the message 
to you, with the prayer that it 
may lead the man who has been 
trifling, and the woman who has 
been indifferent, and the sinner 
who has been resisting, to the 
place where they may yield to 
Him, and accept Him as a pres- 
ent Saviour. 

Someone has said that the Epis- 
tle to the Hebrews should always 
be read in connection with the 
Old Testament book of Leviticus. 
In Leviticus we have the Old 
Testament offerings and = sacri- 
fices, but in the Epistle to the 
Hebrews we have Jesus. Christ 
as our one great offering and sac- 
rifice and as our Great High 
Priest. 

Dr. Arthur T. Pierson says in 
one of his books that in every 
book of the Bible is a word or 
expression which forms a key. 
The book is like a room with a 
closed door, and you never get in 
except by using the key. If you 
turn to the Epistle to the Heb- 
rews, you will find that the key- 
word is “better.” It occurs not less 
than thirteen times. Here we find 
a better altar, a better sacrifice, 
a better hope, a better covenant. 
So, when you read the epistle, 
look for the key.

Give as You Pray: Do not Use God’s Money 
to Support Enemies of Christ and the Bible

The Christians in Macedonia 
were wonderfully liberal, happy 
givers. When Paul was raising 
money for the destitute saints in 
Jerusalem, the reason the Mace- 
donians gave so well and that their 
giving pleased God so much was 
that they “first gave their own 
selves to the Lord’ and then unto 
God’s man, Paul, in this matter. 

All giving which pleases God 
must be giving to God, giving to 
please God, giving according to 
His desire. 

The Israelites were commanded 
to remember that ‘the tithe... 
is the Lord’s.” The tithe belongs, 
basically, not to any particular 
cause, but to the Lord, and is to 
be used for the cause which the 
Lord Jesus indicates by the clear 
leading of the Holy.Spirit and in 
connection with known = facts 
about the work’s being pleasing to 
God. 


I. All Christian Giving Should 
Acknowledge the Lordship of 
Jesus Christ 


In I Corinthians 10:31 we are 
commanded, “Whether therefore 
ye eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye 
do, do all to the glory of God.” 
Colossians 3:23, 24 instructs us, 
“And whatsoever ye do, do it 
heartily, as to the Lord, and not 
unto men; Knowing that of the 
Lord ye shall receive the reward 
of the inheritance: for ye serve 
the Lord Christ.” 

How often in the Bible we are 
instructed not to let our worship 
or giving be set to please or im- 
press men! In Matthew 6, the 
Lord warns us, “Take heed that 
ye do not your alms before men, 
to be seen of them: otherwise ye 
have no reward of your Father 
which is in heaven” (vs. 1). And 
Jesus commanded, “And when 
thou prayest, thou shalt not be as 
the hypocrites are: for they love 
to pray standing in the _ syna- 
gogues and in the corners of the 
streets, that they may be seen of 
men. Verily I say unto you, They 
have their reward” (vs. 5). 

‘ Prayers which are intended to 
impress men, prayers that are ad- 
dressed primarily to the congrega- 
tion instead of to God are an 
abomination, are Pharisees’ pray- 
ers. That is why it is such an 
abomination to God for one to 
play the organ or piano during 
prayer. It is obviously intended to 
affect men and not to affect God. 

Again Jesus said, ‘Moreover 
when ye fast, be not, as the hypo- 
crites, of a sad countenance: for 
they disfigure their faces, that 
they may appear unto men to fast. 
Verily I say unto you, They have 
their reward” (vs. 16). 

Here, three times in one chap- 
ter, Jesus warns of the sin of 
doing Christian deeds or service 
or worship toward men instead 
of toward God, or to please men 
instead of to please God. 

So giving ought to be to God 
and not to men. Of course God 
does use men and it pleases God 
that ‘those who preach the Gos- 
pel should live of the Gospel.’ 
But only as the Lord Jesus, who 
owns the money, the tithe, the of- 
ferings we bring—only as He in- 
structs us should we give the 
money to men. The money comes 
to the preacher from God, It goes 
from the giver to God. The Lord- 
ship of Christ should be recog- 
nized in our giving, and the Chris- 
tian worker should recognize the 
bounty.of Christ when he receives. 

But every dime we give ought 
to be given as if it were laid in 
the nail-scarred hand of the dear 
Saviour who loved us and gave 
Himself for us. And the great 
motive for Christian giving, Paul 
says, is the love for the dear Sav- 
iour who died for us, He urged the 


is the Lord’s.”’—Lev. 27:30. 


Corinthian Christians ‘to prove 
the sincerity of your love. For,” 
he said, “ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that, though 
he was rich, yet for your sakes 
he became poor, that ye through 
his poverty might be rich” (II 
Cor. 8:8, 9). So, the true giving 
must be directly under the clear 
leading of the Lord Jesus Christ 
and according to His commands 
in the Bible. 


Thus the Christian, when ha 
goes to give his tithe or his offer- 
ing, must remember that “the 
tithe ...is the Lord’s.” The tithe 
does not belong to the denomina- 
tion, but to Christ. 


The tithe does not belong to the 
local church, but to Christ. 


The tithe does not belong to any 
certain school or college or semi- 
nary, but to Christ. 


Some people selfishly insist that 
all the tithe ought to be brought 
to the local church treasury, 
though with all the instruction 
about giving in the New Testa- 
ment no such command is ever 
given, no such obligation is ever 
mentioned. No, it is Christ we 
are to honor with our giving, not 
our denomination, not our church. 


If it is always commanded to 
give the tithe to a fundamentalist 
church treasury, then those in a 
modernistic church would be ob- 
ligated to give their tithes to that 
church treasury, too. If it is right 
for a Baptist to take all his 
tithe to the local church, then it 
is right for a Methodist to bring 
all his tithe for the local church 
and to that major denomination 
which has gone so terribly into 
unbelief. If it is right for a Prot- 
estant to bring all his tithe ta 
the local church, it is right for a 
Catholic. And one can see in a 
moment that that is where that 
ridiculous and unscriptural plan 
leads. No, the tithe belongs to 
Christ, not to the church, not to 
the board of deacons, not to the 
pastor, not to the denomination. 
And any Christian who shirks his 
duty by not praying about where 
to give and by not giving accord- 
ing to the clear leading of God 
will receive no reward from Je- 
sus. He has his reward in pleasing 
men. He did not give to please 
God. 

What we have said about the 
Lordship of Jesus Christ will 
doubtless be applauded py nearly 
everybody. But people take for 
granted that the work they want 
to support and the cause of Christ 
are identical. Often that is not 
true. Any man who puts Christ 
first must put his wife second, 
and the Lord Jesus does demand 
that “If any man come to me, 
and hate not his father, and moth- 
er, and wife, and children, and 
brethren, and sisters, yea, and his 
cwn life also, he cannot be my 
disciple’ (Luke 14:26). The Lord- 
ship of Christ is so imperative and 
all-inclusive that no other tie can 
control our actions if we be true 
to Christ. No other object can, 
of itself, have the major appeal 
to us, if we really give to Christ. 


How much of heresy and false 
doctrine people support, and do 
it, they say, in the name of Christ! 
How many unbelieving profes- 
sors in denominational colleges 
are paid with God’s money to 
break down the faith of students, 
because Christians who give do 
not live like they pray and do not 
make their giving fit their convic- 
tions! The honest Christian will be 
compelled to re-examine day by 
day the institutions, the causes, 
the Christian leaders which he 
supports with God’s money, to 
make sure that he still gives in

- Should Churches Have Democratic Rule or Rule by 
Board of Deacons or Elders?

Dear H——-: 


It was good: to hear from you 
and I am glad God is blessing the 
church. 

I will try to answer your ques- 
tions the best I can. 

1. The term elder as used in 
the New Testament I think means 
simply a preacher or respected 
Christain leader, and it does not 
refer necessarily to any office in 
the church or any authority in the 
church. 

The term elder is used through- 
out the Old Testament translated 
generally from the Hebrew word 
gagen, meaning “old, aged, beard- 
ed.” 

In the New Testament the term 
elder is generally translated from 
the Greek word prebuteros. But 
the word is used chiefly of the 


‘“alders of the people,” that is, lead- 


ers among the Jews, with no refer- 
ence to the New Testament 
churches. You will see that 
throughout the Gospels and a good 
many times in the book of Acts, 
like Acts 4:5, 8, 23, etc. The elders 
of the Jews were, I would suppose, 
older men and of respected and 
proven leadership, not necessarily 
holding any official position but 
very influential. 

The same term presbuteros is 
used in Luke 15:25. about the elder 
brother of the prodigal son. So it 
does mean simply elder, aged per- 
son, or mature, and does not refer 
necessarily to an office. 

In I Timothy 5:2 Timothy is 
commanded to treat “the elder 
women as mothers.” And the term 
elder here is again the Greek word 
wresbuteros. So the term elder in 
the Bible would generally refer to 
a Christian leader and probably a 
preacher, but not necessarily to an 
officer in the church, Géneralty 
speaking it is wise to count an 
elder as a preacher or special, ma- 
ture Christian leader. A_ bishop, 
however, is literally an “overseer.” 
A preacher is an elder. The same 
man when elected by the church 
as pastor is also a bishop. 

So Peter in I Peter 5:1 says, I 
write unto you “who am also an 
elder.”’ Peter wrote to. other 
preachers and said, ‘I, too, am a 
preacher.’ But that did not refer 
to his apostleship, but to the fact 
he was a preacher and leader and 
minister without any reference to 
an office in a church. 

2. I do believe the Bible teach- 
es democratic processes in the lo- 
cal church and that the action of 
the church should be an action of 
all its members, officially, and 
would be accomplished either by 
common consent or py a direct 
vote. 

This democratic action of the 
church is indicated in I Corinth- 
Jans 5:3-5, where Paul commands 
the church at Corinth, when it is 
assembled, to withdraw fellowship 
from the man who was living in 
adultery. That was not an act for 
a committee of elders nor for the 
pastor, but an act for the whole 
church. 

In Acts, chapter 6, deacons were 
needed and the disciples called 
the multitude together and told 
them, “Look ye out among you 
seven men of honest report, full of 
the Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom 
we may appoint over this_ busi- 
ness.”’ Notice that the whole mul- 
titude of Christians were to help 
select the deacons. Then the apos- 
tles themselves would = officially 
appoint them, lay hands on them, 
We suppose, and supervise their 
work. The deacons are servants of 
the church, elected by the church, 
but supervised by the apostles who 
were acting as pastors. I think 
that indicates a democratic action 
voted by the whole church, 

In Acts, chapter 11, we learn 
that a prophet came and foretold 
a great drought and famine. Then 
verses 29 and 30 say, “Then the 
disciples, every man according to 


his ability, determined to send re- 


lief unto the brethren which dwelt 
in Judaea: Which also they did, 
and sent it to the elders by the 
hands on Barnabas and Saul.” 
Notice that it was an action of the 
whole group, “Then the disciples, 
every man according to his ability, 
determined....” I suppose that 


would involve an action of the 
body as a whole, whether by an 
actual vote or by well-understood 
common consent. It was not an 
action by a committee. 


In I Corinthians 16:3, 4 Paul 
writes the church of Corinth, “And 
when I come, whomsoever ye shall 
approve by your letters, them will 
I send to bring your liberality unto 
Jerusalem. And if it be meet that 
I go also, they shall go with me.” 
Note the whole church was to ap- 
prove certain messengers of the 
church to carry the church’s gifts 
to Jerusalem. 


As far as we know, the churches 
in New Testament times did not 
own church property, except that 
they handled the money which was 
given. I think that the way to 
handle the money would be the 
same way we should infer that 
church property should be handled, 
that is, by action of the church, 


The book of Romans was writ- 
ten.“‘to all that be in Rome, be- 
loved of God, called .. . saints.” 
And to this church of Christians 
in Rome, Paul wrote in chapter 16, 
verses 1, 2, “I commend unto you 
Phebe our sister, which is a serv- 
ant of the church which is at 
Cenchrea: That ye receive her in 
the Lord, as becometh saints, and 
that ye assist her....” I think that 
the church itself as a whole then 
would vote to receive into regular 
fellowship Phebe when she arrived. 
That was not done simply by a 
committee of elders or by the pas- 
tor. 

3. I have very serious concern 
and doubts about any plan to put 
church property or church bus!- 
ness in the hands of a committee 
of elders. In the first place, I do 
not think it is scriptural, It takes 
from the church a right and liber- 
ty which the church ought not 
give up. And then in actual ex- 
perience I have found that gener- 
ally it ties the hand of the preach- 
er and more and more makes the 
ehurch under secular control by 
men who do not have the passion 
and the leading and the anointing 
of God which the preacher him- 
self has. 

I know that it seems at first to 
be the simpler way, but to make 
any group of men which are sup- 
posed to be servants of the church, 
instead bosses of the church is 
certain to mean they will hinder 
the preacher and bring pressure on 
the preacher and will intervene 
between the leadership of the pas- 
tor and the people, sooner or later. 

There are great problems about 
democracy. But democracy is still 
best. The Methodists have a more 
closely knit organization than the 
Baptists, but the Methodists go 
into modernism much quicker. The 
closer the control of the church 
can be in the hands of common 
Christians, the more likely it will 
keep centered on soul winning, will 
remain informal, evangelistic and 
premillennial. 

4. Any discussion of this prob- 
lem would not be complete without 
noting that the ideal plan is that 
the church would be so led of the 
Spirit that there would not be 
much clash over leadership. The 
apostles ‘ordained ... elders in ev- 
ery church,” that is, Paul and Bar- 
nabas on their missionary journeys: 
I judge that means they were led 
of the Spirit and the people in- 
volved agreed that certain men 
should be pastors and so these 
preachers were ordained to be pas- 
tors. Or it may mean simply that 
certain men were encouraged to 
take up the ministry and to set 
out to preach and so had hands 
laid on them and they were set 
apart to the ministry, without ref- 
erence to official position in these 
new churches. I do not know, but 
I rather think that the apostles, 
sa clearly led of God, took direct 
leadership in appointing and get- 
ting the people to approve certain 
men as pastors. . 

You and I know that the leader- 
ship of a pastor, if it be right, 
can amount almost to a ‘dictator- 
ship and still be perfectly in the 
leading of the Holy Spirit and with 
the full approval of the people.

These simple 
words summed up the attitude of 
a Lutheran Bishop in Hungary 
who says he is “willing to go to 
jail.” 

Lutheran Bishop Lajos Ordass, 
forced to resign as Presiding 
Bishop of the Hungarian Lutheran 
Church last February, told Miss 
Irene Bishop of Perkasie, Penn- 
sylvania, that the only thing oth- 
ers could do for him was to pray. 


In a letter to Mennonite Head- 
quarters in Akron, Pennsylvania, 
Miss Bishop said that she and a 
companion “were touched by his 
complete faith and trust in God 
when he said he was expecting to 
be arrested any day and is willing 
to go to jail, for since 1948 he has 
had complete peace with God.”

“Teen Talk” is produced by the 
Bible Club department of Youth 
for Christ International, directed 
by Jack Hamilton, and is distri- 
buted to high school students to 
encourage them to attend church 
and Youth for Christ meetings. 


FREE CHURCHES REPORT 
GAINS 


Winona Lake, Indiana (Special) 
—The fast-growing Evangelical 
Free Church of America added a 
new congregation every 12% days 
the past year, built 26 new church 
buildings, and opened a new mis- 
sion field. 

Those were the highlights of the 
annual report given by Dr. Ar- 
nold T. Olson of Minneapolis, 
president of the Evangelical Free 
Church, as the 74th annual con- 
ference business sessions opened 
here June 19. 

Twenty-nine new congregations 
either were started or affiliated 
with the Evangelical Free Church 
of America, Dr. Olson said, bring- 
ing the total to 419. New churches 
were started in Ontario and Ari- 
zona, making a total of 34 states 
and provinces. Membership  in- 
creases totalled 7,143 and total 
membership now stands at 29,280. 

Total giving among the church- 
es totalled $5,046,077, an increase 
over a year ago of $558,482. A 
year ago the Free Church rated 
third nationally in per capita giv- 
ing with $165 per member. The 
new total is $172 per member.

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Was Calvin 
Arminian? 


Was Calvin An Arminian Be- 
cause He Believed That 
Christ Died for the 
“Whole Human 
Race?” 


Rev. M. L. Mosier, Sr., Central 
Baptist Church, Ardmore, Okia- 
homa, calls our attention to Dr. 
Strong’s quotations from Calvin, 
as follows: 


“The. pregress in  Calvin’s 
thought may be seen by compar- 
ing some of his earlier with his 
later utterances, Institutes, 2:23:5 
—‘I say, with Augustine, that the 
Lord created those who, as he 
certainly foreknew, were to go to 
destruction, and he did so because 
he so willed.’ But even then im 
the Institutes, 3:23:8, he affirms 
that ‘the perdition of the wicked 
depends upon the divine predesti- 
nation in such a manner that the 
cause and matter of it are found 
in themselves. Man falls by the 
appointment of divine providence, 
but he falls by his own fault’ 
God’s blinding, heardening, turn- 
ing of the sinner he describes as 
the consequence of the divine de- 
sertion, not the divine causation. 
The relation of God to the origin 
of sin is not efficient, but permis- 
sive. In later days Calvin wrote in 
his Commentary on I John 2:2— 
‘he is the propitiation for our sins; 
and not for ours only, but also for 
the whcle world”—as follows: 

“Christ suffered for the sins of 
the whole world, and in the good- 
ness of God is offered unto all 
men without distinction, his blood 
being shed not for a part of the 
world only, but for the whole hu- 
man race; for although in the 
world nothing is found worthy of 
the favor of God, yet he holds out 
the propitiation to the whole 
world, since without exception he 
summons all to the faith of Christ, 
which is nothing else than the 
door unto hope.’ 

“Although other passages, such 
as Institutes, 3:21-5, and 3:23:1, 
assert the harsher view, we must 
give Calvin credit for modifying 
his doctrine with maturer reflec- 
tion and advancing years. Much 
that is cailed Calvinism would 
have been repudiated by Calvin 
himself even at the beginning of 
his career, and is really the exag- 
geration of his teaching by more 
scholastic and less religious sue- 
cessors. Renan calls Calvin ‘the 
most Christian man of his genera- 
tion.” Dorner describes him as 
‘equally great in intellect and 
character, lovely in social life, full 
of tender sympathy and faithful- 
ness to his friends, yielding and 
forgiving toward personal  of- 
fences.’ The device upon his seal 
is a flaming heart from which is 
stretched forth a helping hand.”— 
A. H. Strong, Systematic Theolo- 
gy, Vol. II, Doctrine of Salvation, 
Page 778.

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Divorce and the Children 


The philosophy common in psy- 
chological circles today is that a 
divorce is easier on the children in- 
volved than the strife and unrest 
constantly produced in an unhap- 
py marriage. Chicago’s Circuit 
Judge B. Fain Tucker, the first 
woman judge ever to serve in a 
Cook County court, violently dis- 
agrees, saying, “Children can en- 
dure the stress of family quarrels 
better than the stress of dworce. 
Even an unhappy home is prefer- 
able to a broken home.” 

The Judge further told a news- 
paper reporter recently: “I believe 
all this talk about a broken home 
being better for a child than a 
home in which there is constant 
bickering between mother and fa- 
ther is simply a salve for the 
adults involved. 


“I think the time has come for 
parents contemplating divorce to 
think less of themselves and more 
of their children. If they have to 
quarrel, let them quarrel in pri- 
vate, outside the hearing of their 
children. 


“Certainly such an arrangement 
is far from ideal. In my opinion, 
however, it is preferable to a 
split.” 

Judge Tucker went on to trace 
the direct link between juvenile 
delinquency and broken homes. 
She observed: “As I see it, gang 
membership often is a home-sub- 
stitute for a youngster—the place 
where he gets the security and 
sense of belonging he should be 
getting at home. Every child has a 
right to feel loved and wanted 
and secure—and I don’t think a 
child in a broken home gets this 
feeling.” She backs up her con- 
victions by refusing to grant a 
divorce until fully assured that 
the children involved are properly 
provided for in the best possible 
home. 

What a tragedy that men and 
women in our twentieth century 
will not surrender their hearts and 
lives to God, making Christ the 
head of their home! If they only 
would accept God’s plan for a hap- 
py home their lives would be filled 
with joy and their domestic life a 
sample of what Heaven is going to 
be. Divorce is never necessary and, 
regardless of circumstances, if 
Christ is given a chance to take 
over the home, that home will be- 
come a miniature paradise. It is a 
matter of saying with Joshua, “... 
but as for me and my house, we 
will serve the Lord” (Josh. 24:15).

greater than all, and none is able 
to pluck them out of my Father’s 
hand.” 

Major Whittle said once, in 
speaking in Philadelphia, that this 
is the real sheepfold—for it is 
Christ’s hand underneath, and 
God’s hand up above, and the be- 
liever is between the two. Then, 
the thirtieth verse reads: “I and 
my Father are one,” as if He were 
saying, whatever else He meant, 
that they are one to hold the be- 
liever and keep him safe in the 
midst of temptations and trials. 
So, I say again, that I can hardly 
think that this text is for the man 
who is a real Christian. This text 
says, “It is impossible for those 
who were once enlightened.” It 
seems to me that it is one thing 
to be enlightened, and quite an- 
other thing to be in the light.

Earlier this year I read an ar- 
ticle in the Cleveland News which 
strongly illustrated the biblical 
truth: “This know also, that in the 
last days perilous. times shall 
come, For men shall be lovers of 
their own selves .. . without nat- 
ural affection. . .” (II Tim.. 3: 
1, ‘4,:3). | 

The first item told how a local 
woman, Mrs. Elvira Biley, in- 
formed authorities she no. longer 
wanted her two-year-old son. The 
boy, Johnny, was a perfectly nor- 
mal child both physically and men- 
tally. The lad’s father agreed with 
his wife, telling the judge, “My 
wife has her hands full with the 
other children and doesn’t have 
enough time to devote to Johnny.” 
Police had previously warned the 
parents about the lad’s care after 
neighbors notified them of his 
condition and Johnny had been 
taken to the” hospital suffering 
from malnutrition. 


Juvenile Judge Albert A. Wold- 
man commented, “It is a tragic 
situation when parents bring chil- 
dren into the world and for some 
strange reason reject one of them. 
I can see no reason at this time 
for the court to assist the parents 
to get rid of this child.” He-told 
the Bileys, who. have six other 
children ranging in age from 
eighteen months to twenty years, 
“Most children are burdens to the 
parents. The parents must civilize 
them and teach them. Children are 
not to be given away like puppies.” 


Two things impressed my heart 
as I read that item in the news- 
paper,;.(1) The depth’ of depravity 
in the human heart which would 
cause father and mother to treat 
their own flesh and blood in such 
a manner; and (2).The fact that 
God loves such sinmers and will 
grant them eternal salvation if 
they will only come» to»Him 
through His Son.

to be a church officer -and never 
be saved. It is possible to be the 
superintendent of a Sunday School 
and never know God, or to be a 
teacher in a Sunday School and 
never see Jesus. It is possible for 
one to be a church officer and 
partake of the elements represent- 
ing the body and blood of Jesus, 
and never really feed upon the 
real Bread of Life. 


Have you been so deceived? If 
so, my heart goes out to you in 
sympathy. It is for that reason 
that, when temptation overtook 
you, you went down. It is for that 
reason that you have been saying, 
“Oh, that I knew where peace 
might be found,” and you found it 
not. But if you have been deceived, 
now is the time of salvation.

He found the table laid for 
breakfast, and the wife of the 
first mate stepped forward, her 
face shining, as she said, ‘Dr.

the clear leading of God and to 
the glory of Christ. 


II. There Is a Great Reshuf- 
fling of Christian Men and 
Institutions in Every 
Generation 


A startling fact has heen great- 
ly impressed upon me in recent 
years. That fact is that every 
great Christian doctrine and prin- 
ciple must be fought out anew in 
every generation! That principle 
is true about maintaining a free- 
dom and righteousness in our 
American government and way of 
life. It is true that “eternal vigi- 
Jance is the pricg of liberty.’ 
America will not simply stay free 
because our forefathers died to 
make it that way. It will stay 
free only if men live and die and 
spend and pray and campaign and 
suffer to keep it free. 


And so in the Lord’s work, it 
is a startling fact that institutions 
which a generation ago were true 
to Christ and the Bible are now 
drifting away from Christ and the 
Bible. That is an old, old story, a 
sad fact that no intelligent person 
can deny. Yale University, Har- 
vard, and others were originally 
founded for the training of preach- 
ers and promotion of the Gospel. 
Now they are worse than secular, 
but for many, many years have 
been--openly against the historic 
Christian position. 

Charles G. Finney founded 
Oberlin University to train work- 
ers for great revivals like those 
he held. But Oberlin is gone into 
outrageous unbelief, 

Brown University in Rhode 
Island, the University of Chicago, 
Colgate University (now connect- 
ed with Rochester Seminary), 
were all founded with sacrificial 
gifts of fundamental, Bible-believ- 
ing Baptists for Christian training 
and the training of preachers and 
missionaries. All have been long 


gone from the Christian ; faith, 
and they now tear down what 


they were founded to build. 

Northwestern University — at 
Evanston, Illinois, Emory Univer- 
sity at Atlanta, Vanderbilt at Nash- 
ville, like many others, were all 
founded with the consecrated 
money of Bible-believing Method- 
ists who believed in heart-felt 
religion, money raised by preach- 
ers who made solemn vows that 
they would drive away all erro- 
neous doctrine and defend the 
Articles of Faith of the Methodist 
Church. But those schools are now 
no more Christian than the most 
secular of state universities. And 
what teaching on religion there is 
is not promotion of the infallibie 
Word of God and the blood atone- 
ment of Jesus Christ, God in the 
flesh. 


Northfield Schools and North- 
field Bible Conference, founded by 
D. L. Moody, and managed at first 
by his son, have gone completely 
over to modernism, led by the son 
of D. L. Moody himself! 


Southern Baptist schools like 
Wake Forest College now at 
Winston-Salem, North Carolina, 
were founded with sacrificial gifts 
of old-time Bible-believing Bap- 
tists. Now Wake Forest openly 
and in print denies the infallibility 
and authority of the Bible and 
the truth of much of the historic 
Christian faith, and printed the 
open boasts of its infidel Bible de- 
partment in the February issue 
of THE STUDENT magazine, 


We should not be surprised, 
though we ought to be shocked, 
at the defection and the falling 
away into infidelity of Christian 
institutions. The Bible, from one 
end to the other, plainly warns 
of the coming of false prophets, 
wolves in sheep’s’ clothing. Paul 
said to the assembled elders of 
Ephesus in Acts 20:29, 30: “For 
I know this, tnat after my depart- 
ing shall grievous wolves enter 
in among you, not sparing the 
flock. Also of your own selves 
shall men arise, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away disciples 
after them.” 

And Paul warned Timothy to 
preach boldly and “reprove, re- 
buke, exhort with all longsuffer- 
ing and doctrine. For the time will 
come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine; but after their 
own lusts shall they heap to them- 
selves teachers, having itching 


\ 


ears; And they shal] turn away 
their ears from the truth, and 
shall be turned Unto fables” (II 
Tim. 4:2-4). Elsewhere’ Paul 
warned that “in the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, 
and doctrines of devils” (I Tim, 
4:1). 

Jude,. the brother of James, 
was compelled to “exhort you that 
ye should earnestly contend for 
the faith” since already ungodly 
men had come “denying the only 
Lord God, and our Lord Jesus 
Christ” among them (Jude 3, 4). 


Do not say that modernism is 
a sign of tne end of the age. 
Say rather that it is the sign of a 
fallen race of people with carnal 
hearts that turn instinctively to- 
ward evil, throughout the whole 
age. The human heart is deceit- 
ful above all things and desperate- 
ly wicked. 

The Christian who does. not 
watch carefully about false proph- 
ets and unbelievers disobeys the 
oft-repeated commands of the Bi- 
ble on this subject. 

Where do modernists come 
from? They come from the funda- 
mentalist fold! Modernists do not 
get people converted. Fundamen- 
talists get people converted and 
then modernists deceive them and 
lead them into unbelief. Many a 
man truly saved begins to put 
more emphasis on scholarship or 
more emphasis on denominational 
loyalty than upon the authority of 
Christ and the Bible. So that Bi- 
ble-believer will support modern- 
ism in order to be true to his de- 
nomination. He will send his chil- 
dren to infidel schools to get pres- 
tige and so-called’ scholarship. 
And his children will turn out, 
in many cases, to be modernists. 
The modernists come from funda- 
mental circles. 

Many a man who starts out 
nominally as a fundamentalist be- 
comes a compromiser, a pussyfoot- 
er, a middle-of-the-roader, and 
then begins to support modernism 
when the temptation comes. Evan- 
gelist Chuck Templeton was a 
fundamentalist, a Bible-believer, 
and a greatly blessed soul winner. 
But on the advice of some of those 
who boast of themselves as “New 
Evangelicals,” he went to Prince- 
ton Seminary to get prestige. 
There they stole his faith. For a 
time he went on doing the work 
of an evangelist, but the heart of 
his message was gone. Now he did 
not believe the Bible. Soon his 
life was a wreck, his home di- 
voreed, and he is out of the min- 
istry, he says, for good. 

Fleming Revell was a brother- 
in-law to D. L. Moody and found- 
ed his great publishing house at 
Moody’s suggestion. Now the 
Fleming Revell Company publish- 
es the works of modernists as well 
as those of fundamentalists—any- 
thing to make a dollar. That is 
an illustration of how institutions 
drift away from the truth. 

Every Christian, then, must 
carefully check as to what insti- 
tutions, what causes he supports 
with God’s money. Remember, the 
money is not yours. It is God's. 
It must be given under the clear 
leading and in accordance with 
the commands of Jesus Christ. 

We are forbidden to receive in 
our houses one who does not abide 
in the doctrine of Christ. We are 
even plainly told that it is a sin 
to bid them Godspeed (‘II John, 
verses 7-11). How great the sin 
must be then, of those who put 
God’s money into the support of 
work which is in direct opposi- 
tion to the great principles of the 
historic Christian religion. People 


give God’s money to break down |§ 


the faith of young people in mod- 
ernistic schools. For example some 
godly Methodists give God’s mon- 
ey to support the Methodist hier- 
archy which will not take a 
preacher until he has had certain 
studies in modernism! 


III. Christians Should Support 
Only Institutions and Men 
Which Take an Open Stand 
for Christ and the Bible and 
Against Modernism 

It is a shocking, tragic thing 
that practically all modernistic in- 
stitutions grew strong. through 
Christian money. Good Presbyter- 
ians gave money to- support 
Princeton Seminary because they 


were Presbyterians and they gave 
according to the advice of the 
compromising leaders. But Prince- 
ton has gone into unbelief.. They 
gave to a Presbyterian cause in- 
stead of to Christ. 


Many a Methodist has helped 
to support infidel Bishop Oxnam 
or Presbyterians have supported 
infidel George Buttriek because 
they were loyal to their denomi- 
nation instead of being primarily 
loyal to Christ. How they will 
be ashamed at the judgment seat 
of Christ when they are held ac- 
countable for the pro-communist 
leanings and the infidel writings 
and teachings and influence of 
Oxnam and the war against the 
historic Christian faith by But- 
trick, 

How then can one be sure he 
gives his money in a way to hon- 
or Christ? 

First of all, let every Christian 
pray and regularly wait upon God 
for instructions -about-his. giving, 
Every person has a right to live 
close enough to God that he can 
have a certain peaceful assurance 
in his héart when he gives accord- 
ing to God’s plan. 

Second, let every Christian care- 
fully watch to see that he never 
gives anything which will go 
against instructions in the Bible. 
To bid Godspeed to one who does 
not abide in the doctrine of Christ 
is a sin. No matter how you feel 
about a sin, it is still a sin. And 
any leading you have to do a 
thing which is clearly forbidden 
in the Bible is the leading of the 
Devil and not of the Spirit of God. 
No Christian has a right to dis- 
obey the Bible or to go contrary 
to the principles laid down there. 

Third, every Christian has a 
right to check up on institutions 
and causes to which he gives mon- 
ey. Do you send money to a radio 
broadcaster? Then see if he takes 
an open, plain, public’ stand 
against modernism before he gets 
another dollar. If he does not fight 
modernism, then he may be se- 
cretly a friend to modernism. 

Do you give to a Bible insti- 


tute? Then first find out if that 
Bible institute is. outspoken 
against modernism. 


Do you give to support a Chris- 
tian college? See, then, if it goes 
on record as the enemy of mod- 
ernism. If it is not an enemy of 
modernism, it is, in some measure, 
a friend. 

Check up on where your money 
given to a denominational pro- 
gram goes. No Christian has a 
right to turn in the Lord’s money, 
undesignated, without investiga- 


tion, for others to decide where 
it shall go, when he has not 
checked to find whether it is used 
contrary to the plan of God_and 
to dishonor Christ and the Bible. 


This is the great sin of a unified 
budget in’ a denomination where 
people are almost coerced to give 
undesignated gifts to causes which 
are sometimes not true to Christ. 
Every Christian has the right to 
designate his funds and give only 
to causes that he feels sure are 
pleasing to Christ. And the Chris- 
tian always has the remedy. If 
there is some objection, simply 
withhold the money. No one is 
compelled to give God’s money 
without knowing it will honor 
God. That is one way the lowliest 
Christian will be really considered 
and listened to, when he withholds 
his gifts until he is heard.

sible. But if they do not say so 
openly, then their secret alle- 
giance is not to be trusted. Secret 
disciples are never strong disciples 
or trustworthy disciples. 

And even if a man is on record 
or if a school or other institution 
is on record for the fundamentals 
of the Christian faith, that is not 
enough. If he does not openly op- 
pose modernism, then one may be 
carrying water on both shoulders; 
he may be talking out of both 
sides of his* mouth. He may be 
like the fountain that brings forth 
both salt water and sweet, which 
James was inspired to denounce. 
The man who says he is 
fundamentals of the faith 
a friend to modernism or a 
panion to modernists, is 
worthy of the support of 
tian people. 

If a Christian magazine boosts 
the Billy Graham campaigns and 
urges you to give your money 
along with the modernists to sup- 
port a campaign which will in- 
crease the membership of modern- 
ist churches, which will give 
Christian recognition to infidels, 
and will get more churches to join 
in with the National Council of 
Churches, as did the New York 
Crusade, then you have a right 
to suppose that that magazine has 
the™~ support of modernists and 
does not need the support of fun- 
damentalists. 

Should a Christian give to sup- 
port the Billy Graham campaigns 
and the Billy Graham broadcast? 
if he feels led of God to do 
so and is assured that it will hon- 
or Jesus Christ more than money

Yes, 
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sent elsewhere. If he feels he will 
honor Christ by getting members 
for the Unity Temple in Oakland 
or the Russian Orthodox Catholie 
Church and the Greek Orthodox 
Church and the Unitarian All- 
souls Church in San Francisco, 
all of which report they received 
cards from the Billy Graham cru- 
sade office, then he is right to 
support that work. If he feels he 
should help get members for the 
Seventh-Day Adventists who, like 
the above-mentioned churches, 
got cards from the San Francisco 


Crusade, then let him send his 
money for that. 
If he feels that getting 1,300 


more churches to join in with the 
National Council of Churches 
group in New York City 1s the 
thing he wants to invest in, then 
let him give his money. Dr. Pot- 
ter of the Protestant Council in 
New York City said that before 
the Billy Graham campaign they 
had 1,700 churches working with 
them, and that now they have 
3,000 after the campaign and as 
a result of the campaign. If peo- 
ple fcel it will honestly nonor God 
to put more members in Dr. Nor- 
man Vincent Peale’s church and in 
the Riverside Church in New York 
City, and less in the fundamental- 
ist churches, as was the case, then 
let them send money for such 
causes. Whatever you do, do it to 
honor Jesus Christ, do it in ac- 
cordance with the Bible. But those 


who do not want these results 
should send their money § else- 
where. Those who do want such 


results are enough, We are sure, 
to support Dr. needs.

port the Crusades for the new 
members they get. 

Should Christians support the 
magazines which boost the Billy 
Graham crusades? Yes, if they 
are convineed that the results we 
have mentioned please God and 
that money given for this cause 
would honor the Lord Jesus 
Christ and be in accordance with 


the Scriptures. The big principle 
must be that Jesus Christ is to 
be obeyed and honored in our 
giving. 

If you feel led of God to support 
a modernistic school and. think 
that the modernism is righi, then 
I would not blame you for sending 
your money to the moderristic 
school. If you feel led of God to 
support a work. which is hal{f- 
breed, serving both God and the 
Devil, using both fundamentalists 
and modernists, then do so. That 
is, do so if you feel that honcrs

heart over a lost and ruined race. 
He is calling, He is pleading, and 
if any man is finally lost, it will 
be in spite of God’s yearning and 
pleading, not because of God. I 
will tell you why the man of fifty 
years of age finds it hard to be 
saved. 


A famous scientist tells how 
that, in the course of his experi- 
ments in the mountains, he used 
to be lowered over a precipice, He 
would step into the basket, and 
the men would lower him for his 
work; but whenever they lowered 
him, they would always test his 
weight to see if they could lift 
him again. One day they let him 
down farther and farther than 
ever before, until all the rope at 
their command was. exhausted. 
When his day’s work was done, 
he would give the signal, and they 
would draw him up. 


But on this night, when they 
took hold of the rope to lift him, 
they could not do so. They tug- 
ged and pulled and strained, but 
they could not manage it, and he 
had to wait until they got addi- 
tional men to pull him up, and the 
scientist says that the reason they 
could not lift him was because 
they failed to take into considera- 
tion the length and weight of the 
rope. 

I know why a man of fifty years 
of age has a hard time to surren- 
der. It is because he must always 
lift against his past refusals. You 
say, ‘“‘No,”’ and your heart is hard- 
ened; you say, “No,” and your 
will becomes stubborn, and if you 
are finally lost, the responsibility 
is not with God.

God the Father Loves It 


God so loves the coming again 
of His Son that He promises a 
special crown of reward to those 
who share this love with Him. 


If you hear a man talking all 
the time about fishing, then you 
know that he loves fishing. Have 
you ever thought that God must 
love the promised appearing of 
Christ when He has so much to 
say about it? 


It is an established fact that 
almost one fourth of the Bible is 
devoted to prophecy and _ the 
events connected with our Lord’s 
return. We believe baptism is im- 
portant. Paul spoke of it fourteen 
times, and of the second coming 
fifty times. We believe the new 
birth is important. The Bible 
speaks of it nine times, and of the 
second coming 315 times. The God 
who inspired the writing of the 
New Testament led the writers to 
mention the second coming once 
in every twenty-five verses.

tent of a number of-@vangelists, 
pastors,—and—teachers who have 
come tothe conclusion that what 
wée-should.do-is just giv@ "A positive 
Bible message and not make an 
attack on anything or anybody. 


These people who are possibly 
Sincere have forgotten that “. .. 
we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers 
of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in 
high places.” We are in a warfare, 
and we have only one weapon of 
offense; and to a great extent we 
have quit using that weapon in a 
real fighting way. 

Back before World War I when 
there were about a thousand evan- 
gelists in the United States, most 
of these evangelists and a big per- 
centage of the pastors in America 
were fighting soldiers of the cross.

But in this 
day and time some evangelists 
work under their sponsorship, call 
on them to pray, and give them 
Christian recognition; and multi- 
plied thousands of people who 
claim to believe the Bible, instead 
of having a fighting, Christian 
spirit, are going along supporting 
in their own denominations things 
which they Know are contrary to 
the Word of God. Yet we are talk- 
ing about having a revival. The 
hour has come when the old-time, 
orthodox, Bible-believing Chris- 
tians should realize that they do 
not have to be a majority. All they 
have to do is stand shoulder to 
shoulder in this battle and march 
out to meet the foe wearing the 
armour of God and using in a 


militant way the one weapon of 


offense we have, and that is the 
Bible, which is the Word of God 
and the sword of the Spirit.

the Evanston Conference, ‘We 
chose ‘Christ, the hope of the 
world’ as our theme and get into 
arguments about the second com- 
ing. When it comes to such things, 
IT am from Missouri. This coming 
again stuff is plain foolishness. 
How can a man with any intellec- 
tual honesty stoop to such non- 
sense,” 


At the same Conference another 
liberal had this to say, “There is 
no warrant in the Scriptures for 
this doctrine which has plagued 
the church for nineteen centuries. 


When Paul in Thessalonians said} — 


that the Lord will descend from 
Heaven and the dead in Christ will 
rise first and shall be caught up 
with those who are left to meet 
the Lord in the air, he was just 
plain mistaken. As far as I am 
concerned, the writings of Paul 
do not belong in the Scriptures.”

dropping into a saloon each noon): 
for a glass of beer. He had thought 


no more of it than of drinking a 
glass of milk. Entering the saloon 
one day and ordering his beer, the 
thought came. to him: “Suppose 
the Lord should come:.at this mo- 
ment!”
